AWFUL CR IME BY " BURGLARS.

CiMDEN, N. J.. Oct. i:i.— Mrs. Emma 
Vane, aged 67 years, v/idow of Captain 
Eli Vane, and lier daugliter. Mrs. Sarah 
M. Shaw, aged 40 years, were shot and 
killed early yesterday morning, it is be- 
lieved by bnrglara. Mrs. Vane was in- 
stantly killed and Mrs. Shaw expired iu 
less than half an hour withOQt recover- 
ing consciousness. 

The two women lived at 243 Lvnn 
street in the lower part of Camden, 
near the river frmit. It was about 4 ::!0 
o'clo;'k wlu'ii the attention of the police 
■was called to tlio crime. Eli Shaw, a 
son of Mrs. ."^liaw, was seen at the 
thud-story winilf)w of the liouse and 
was shouting for the police at the top 
of his voice. The young ma': has been 
laid up witli typhoid fever and in a 
statement to tlie police said that he was 
awakened sliorily after 4 o'clix-k by a 
pistol shot. 

• He made Ins waj- downstairs and at 
the bottom of the third-story stairs 
found his motlier bleeding and uncon- 
scious. He ran to the window and gave 
the alarm. When the police entered 
the house they found the mother of 
Mrs. Shaw sitting in a chair in the sit- 
ting roo:n dead with a bullet wound in 
her head. Mrs. Shaw was at once re- 
moved to the Cooper hospital, where 
she died in a few minutes without mak- 
ing any statement 

The shock incident to the tragedy has 
caused a relapaein the condition of Mrs. 
Shaw's son and it is feared will result 
fatally. Au examination of the house 
shows that a rear shutter had been 
forced open and a bureau drawer on the 
second floor had been ransacked. 

TWO GIRLS B ITTEN B Y A MAD DOG.

Victoria, B. O., Oct. 18.— The Cit> 
of Topeka has arrived from Alaska 
bringing Captain Haokett and the crew 
of the sohoonsr Annie Moore, which 
was burned in the Lynn canal. She 
left here for Skaguay with a load of 
hay and feed, but both SOhooasr and 
cargo were destroyed. 

The Topeka brought down 26 Cook's 
inlet miners, which had a good season 
and bring considerable gold. Harry 
Romaine, who sold a claim on the 
Hunter creek fur |t!0,000, also came 
down. He sayu there are 8,000 people 
in the Klondike and only food enough 
for one-third of them.

18.— Instructions 
to Minister Woodford are being pre- 
pared at the state department for the 
presentation to Spain of another de- 
maud for the immediate payment of 
the claim for indemnity made by Sam 
Tolon. 

Tiie original demand was presented 
to the Madrid government by Mr. Tay- 
lor, who has just retired from the o'hce 
of minister. He stated in stroii^j; lan- 
guage that this governniPiit woiild (ex- 
pect Spain to pay the claim.uit i?:)0,()(i() 
as indemnity for the sulTerin^s lie Jiad 
endured. Spain's reply was that it was 
nnder no obligation to pay Tolon and 
this has been followed by anotlier state- 
ment which declares that th j action of 
the Spanish authorities in Cuba was a 
gubernative measure and that Spain 
would be unjust to herself should she 
indemnify Tolon. 

State department (.fTicials insist that 
the claim is a just one and will con- 
tinue to pre.^s it. Tolon was natural- 
ized in New York city in 1S78. He oa- 
tablished a general business in Carde- 
nas. Cuba, in 181)0. He left Cardenas 
for Havana Sept. 1 of last year, intend- 
ing to sail for the United States on 
busiues.s. While on board the steamer 
Seneca he was arrested by the police 
authorities and imprisoned for 10 days. 
He was tlinut into a small, hot, filthy 
cell on Sept. 18, and deprived of all out- 
side communication. He was removed 
to the interior perch on Sept. 81, and 
was deported to the United States seven 
days later. 

Mr. Tolon has also pending a claim 
for 1100,000 arising out of the damage 
done to his property in Cuba by Spanish 
soldiers. 



REPLY T O WO ODFORD. 

Ppaln fnya That Slia Expects the Xi'mr In 

Cuba to lie Eii<l«-<1 Sij.ni. 

MAonin, Oct. 13.— It is semi-oftlcially 
announced that tho reply of Spain to 
the note presented by the United States 
minister. General Stewart L. Wood- 
ford, has been drafted by the minister 
for foreign nffairs, Senor Gnllon, and 
will bo submitted to the cabinet at its 
meeting tomorrow. The reply, it is 
stated, will say that Spain is unable to 
fix exactly the date when the war will 
be over, but the ministers are persuaded 
it will not be long, because "the situa- 
tion of the rebels is critical and the 
Spanish troops are Sture of success. 

Owing to the rebel situation and con- 
cession of autonomy, administrative 
and economic, which will be effective 
before January, the government hopes 
actual hoBtiliti^ will finish shortly." 

Spain, it is continued, thinks the re- 
forms and the activity of the Spanish 
troops are sufilclent elements to secure 
the unmediate pacification of the island, 
which, it is asserted, "would have been 
more rapid if the rebels had not had the 
succor of filibtuters, who, nnder tho 
shelter of the American flag, have con- 
tributed to maintain this state of af- 
fairs."

PASSENGER TRAIN HELD UP. 

DaHag Oarlivht Robbery Perpatvatad lif 
Vonr Daaparata Man. 
Arwnr, Cot. 18.— Yesterd-iy after- 
noon at 5 tHO o'clock, in broad open day- 
light, and within V2 miles of the corpo- 
rate limits of tliis city, the simthbouud 
cannonball train ou the Intemationid 
and Cireat Korthem railroad, cooaisting 
of mail, baggage and express oars and 
three coaohee loaded with passenger*, 
was held up by four men and robbed. 
The conductor of fl-e train, Tom Heal}-, 
was shot by the robbers while n -istiiur 
them, but fortunately not seriously 
wounded. One of the passengers hail 
his shirt collar carried away with a 
pistol ball that was aimed at his neck, 
and another received a bullet wound La 
the hand. 

The pas8<?ngers were robbed of som^^ 
$200 in money. The bandits attemptel 
to rifle the safe in the express car, but 
were nnsuccessfnl. 

When the train reached McNeill, a 
small station 14 miles above this citv, 
two men. heavily armed, boarded the 
train and took up their stand on the 
rear platform. After the conductor 
had checked up the train he reached the 
i:latform. only to find a pistol at oithr r 
side of his head. The men ^lemanded 
that he stop the train. He declined t;> 
do so and began to run through the 
train with rho two robbers in close pur- 
suit. Ho had not gone half tlie length 
of the first car when the foremost rob- 
ber shot at him, bringing him to the 
floor with a pistol wotind iu his right 
arm. At this Juncture the other robber 
pulled the bell cord and the train was 
brought to a standstill. It was evident- 
ly at the appointed place, for tho train 
had hardly stopped before two other 
men, whose faces were covered Vvitli 
masks, stepped out from the trees and 
be^'an shootiiii: into the cars. Instant- 
ly all was confusion. 

The two men on tlie train were im- 
mediately joined by those from the 
wmds and began their work. As the 
train jiorter spran^j from the rear ci'ach 
and ran f )r shelter, a robber began 
shootiiif; at liim iiiid the negro emptied 
a if volver in turn witlioiit eflfect. The 
express messent.'er lookeil out of liis car 
and taking' in the situation, left Ins car 
and ran throuijli the woods and was 
soon lost to .siplit. The robbers in tho 
meaiit;mi\ leaving two men to guard 
tlie three coaches wliicli were p.acked 
with passengers. [)roi'eeiled to the ex- 
jjress car and <!emaii(U il tliat tlie bag- 
gageman oi)eii t)ii. ex])ress safe, ])nt 
upon beiiig ass ired that he could not do 
60, turned tlieir attention tf> the passen- 
gers. They took only money from 
them, not overiookinx a single cent 
and walkiinr two by two tlirouuh the 
c.'irs so as to always keep their eyes ou 
the iKlsselijk'ers. 

After securing about $100 in this 
manner, they uncoupled the engine 
froui the train and started off do.vii the 
traek. After going several miles they 
set the l(!ver at a nn-derate gait and lett 
the engine, scampering into the sur- 
ruundiUK country. The en>.'iiie came 
on to the I'ag station at Duval, four 
ndles l)('!ow. and w;is there captured, 
and the station a„'( nt returned to the 
sieiie of tlie robbery with the enprineer. 
S' cured tho train and came on to tliis 'ity, 
arriving here shortly after dusk. Tlie 
otlicers were at once notified aiul liave 
gone to the scene of action with bloc d- 
houiid ; to hv'ute the robbers. The two 
men who boarded the train at JlcXeill 
were not masked, but the other two 
bandits' features were concealed.

".V;/ !.'.:■!.- ii'i'l i;>,itl, To lew a direct tux 
of 7 per cent, is a dauRurous ex|ierimeiit in a 
free eoiuilry, iiiij msT incite revolt ; but there is 
R method by wlilch yon can tax the last ran 
from the back, and the last bit from the tnoiith 
without cauiiDg a murmur agalQit bigh taxes, 
and that li to tax a great many article* of dally 
«ue and necesaity so iudirectly that the p^ple 
will pay them and not know It ; their grnmbllog 
then win be of hard ttmsf, bat tbey will not 
kuow that the hard tioMs are oanied l>y taxa- 
tion." 

How that hits the present times. I..a- 
bor finds its wages at a very low ebb or 
going down, but for some reason that 
does not appear in the clear light of day, 
the prices of many of the necessaries of 
life are advancing. It is because of in- 
direct taxes levied on the false pretense 
they are protectincthe interests of labor. 
By this method, for instance, much more 
than the 7 per cent, spoken ot by Wm. 
Pitt is added to the cost to consumers of 
sugar. It is a small sum to each individ- 
ual, but in the aggregate runs into the 
millions, and all for the benefit of that 
aggregation of brains and rapacity known 
as the sugar trust. Suppose a law was 
attempted providing that $12,000,000 
should be paid to the Havemeyers annu- 
ally from the public treasury because of 
their patriotism in engaging in the man- 
ufacture of sugar at a profit That would 
be direct taxation, and, as Pitt says, 
would be " a dangerous experiment in a 
free country and probably incite a re- 
volt." But let Havemcyer^t, as he is 
now, his$14,000,000a year byindlrecttarifr 
taxation, the people may grumble, but 
they will not realize the money is coming 
ont of their pockets. Yet the source from 
which the money is drained is the same 
in both cases.
